IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 
Those Americans who observe thoughtfully the 
trend of governmental policies in Europe will 
find reason for profound gratitude in the wisdom, 
the vision and the tolerance of the founding 
fathers as expressed in the Bill of the People’s 
Rights, the first article of which says: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an es­ 
tablishment of religion; or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech; or of the press; or the right of the peo­ 
ple peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
Government for redress of grievances.” 
An outstanding example of the abuses and the 
oppression practiced upon the people where these 
rights do not exist is to be found, of course, in 
Germany. The fact that dictators, whose sur­ 
vival is dependent upon the repression of every 
instinct of freedom, see eye to eye on this issue 
is established by the latest news from Rome. 
Premier Mussolini, through the columns of 
his own newspaper, has served notice upon the 
Jews of Italy that they must give their whole­ 
hearted support to Fascism and cease criticism 
of Germany, also abandon any participation in 
the Zionist movement, or leave the country. 
The Constitution of the United States, which 
many Americans profess to regard as sacred and 
to cherish so sincerely, would seem to be a bar­ 
rier against the development of any such con­ 
dition in this country. Such was the purpose it 
was designed to serve. 
But when arbitrary public officials with a per­ 
secution complex, and superlative patriots with 
an inadequate conception of the principles of 
freedom upon which the government of their 
country was founded by the radical spirits of a 
century and a half ago, give free rein to their 
instincts, the danger actually exists. 
Hitler and Mussolini are throttling every po- 
ltiical ideology that does not conform to their 
own. Many Intensely patriotic Americans seek 
to emulate them in a small way, stifling every 
political utterance that conflicts with their own 
warped standards of conventionality.

We small town folks can take 
it from such a writer as H. L. 
Mencken, laughing with and at 
him. Mencken, in his pungent 
way, describes the “Bible Belt” 
as “inhabited by stupid yokels, 
two-thirds of whom are benight­ 
ed and miserable, uncivilized 
barbarians; preyed upon by two 
gangs of grafters, professional 
politicians of a peculiarly vicious 
type and crossroads ecclesiastics 
who are even worse.” 
When asked his opinion of this 
outbreak, William Allen White, 
according ta the Literary Digest, 
retorted: 
“I read that very closely. I am 
very fond of old Henry Mencken 
. . . Henry is the top-sergeant of 
all the literary drill-masters. It 
is his job to hang up his ‘Bible- 
Belt’ dummy and to snarl and 
show his teeth and roar while he 
jabs his bayonet into the dum­ 
my’s belly for the instruction 
and edification of the recruits.”

Instead of several buildings, 
each with its own deformities, 
some painted in yeller trimmed 
in blue, others red, or green, or 
a faded compromise, Main Street 
may be face-uplifted to the ap­ 
pearance of a large department 
store done in a “period.”

One who has been around a 
newspaper office for quite a few 
years is bound to hear criticisms 
aplenty. 
One of my earliest impressions 
of the newspaper was made 
when a policeman came into the 
office when I was “sweeping out” 
in the evening after the others 
had left. This policeman wanted 
to know where the editor was, as 
he wanted to kill him. He had a 
revolver. I was considerably up­ 
set for a while till it occurred to 
me that he easily could have 
called earlier when the editor 
was present in person.

When Main Street is so crowd­ 
ed on Saturday night that it 
takes a football player a half- 
hour to sidestep and twist a 
block through the dense human 
traffic, well, that ought to mean 
something. 
In the meantime,

and preparing for an operation, 
Main Street may lift its face, as 
well as have it lifted.

Contra sts 
For one reason (and perhaps 
others) it is almost too bad the 
island will be cut off from the 
United States. They have served 
os a sort of testing ground for 
presidential prospects. Taft made 
the stride from Manila to Penn­ 
sylvania avenue. General Leon­ 
ard Wood almost made it. 
Now two more candidates will 
have

when 1940 rolls around. Strange­ 
ly, they had to wrestle with 
the same issue and each handled 
it his own special way. 
Frank Murphy, now governor 
of Michigan, preceded McNutt 
as high commissioner and was 
first to meet the question of 
precedence under the new in­ 
dependence act. Instead of tak­ 
ing it fighting, the McNutt way, 
he decided to give the island 
government a “build up” and 
stress the importance of the 
island officials, while yet pre­ 
serving the dignity of the United 
States. 
When he moved into the Mich­ 
igan governorship, Murphy ap­ 
plied the same tactics of the 
softly guiding hand to his tu­ 
multous labor disputes. 
Not so McNutt, when he was 
governor of Indiana. His foes 
called him the “man on horse­ 
back,” and when labor trouble 
raised its head in the Indiana 
coal mines, he slapped on martial 
law. Before he left Indiana, he 
was the whole government. He 
piled on taxes until debts were 
wiped out, and built up a fat 
surplus. 
That is his way. It isn’t the 
Murphy way, at least not in mat­ 
ters of labor. Which type will 
the country want in 1940? 


Seriously, we don’t want to 
discourage any movement which 
may improve the appearance of 
a town. The suggestions in The 
Rotarian seem to be practical 
and worth while. 
Businessmen in Weslaco, Texas, 
once were skeptical of such a 
plan, but they are now proud of 
what has been done. The town of 
Weslaco was redecorated and 
beautified at an average cost of 
$12 per front foot, according to 
the article. 


But while striving for improve­ 
ment, Main Street ought not to 
become too discouraged by criti­ 
cisms of the experts.
